PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To discriminate 
and read out adjacent memory pits by bringing 
a head into contact with the recording bits of a 
magnetic recording medium consisting of a 
reproducing layer of which the axis of easy 
magnetization exists in the plane direction of a 
disk or tape and a recording layer of which the 
axis of easy magnetization exists in a plane 
normal direction and changing the magnetic 
anisotropy of this part of the reproducing layer. 
SOLUTION: The reproducing layer 1 is so 
formed of, for example, GdFeCo, CoCr based 
alloys, etc., of a large magnetostriction 
constant in such a manner that the magnetic 
anisotropy faces the inside of the plane. The 
recording layer 3 is so formed of TbFeCo, 
CoCr based alloys having large coercive force 
in such a manner that the magnetic anisotropy 
faces the plane normal. The magnetic 
anisotropy of the reproducing layer faces the 
plane normal direction in such a manner as to 
be weakened and is dragged by the 
magnetization of the recording layer when a 
pressure is applied or temp, is raised at the 
time of reproduction. The magnetization 2 of 
the reproduction layer under the pressure of 
the probe-like magnetic head 6 is weakened in 
the magnetic anisotropy by magnetostriction 
and is changed to the direction of the 
magnetization 4 of the recording layer and, 
therefore the direction of a magnetic flux 5 
may be discriminated from the magnetic flux 
from the adjacent recording bits. 
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
